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WHEELS ARE 
TURNING. 


The Wisconsin Hirer Paper Co. New 


Kill * Model Throughout and One 


of the .Beit in the Country. 


Go the night of the 18th of May, 


1895, the magnificent plant of tbe 
Wisconsin River Paper & Pulp Co., 
two miles below this city, was wiped 
out by fire, causing a loss of $200,000. 
The only thing saved was the pulp or 
grinding room, while the dam was 
also left intact, and the foundations 
were but partially injured. The work 
of reconstruction was commenced long 
before the fires among the huge piles 
of paper had died out, and in just six 
months from the date above mention- 
ed the company again commenced to 
make paper, one of the immense 
new machines having started up on 
Monday last, Nov. 18th. 
Today the 


Wisconsin Elver Paper Co. plant is 
one of the finest in the country, and 
their paper making machines have no 
superior and but few equals, the lat- 
ter being located in the east. 
The 


same may be said of the machinery 
throughout, while the buildings are 
models of superior construction, mag- 
nificent proportions and general con- 
venience. 


The former structure was considered 


among the good mills of the state, but 
after and since its completion the 
company saw where many improve- 
ments might have been made, and in 
the construction of the new plant 
nothing seems to have been omitted. 
The main building is 70x375 feet in 
size, and contains most of the princi- 
pal machinery for the manufacture of 
paper, an well as the finishing room 
and office. 
The engine and boiler 


rooms are detached from the main 
building, as well as from each other, 
,the former being 30x30 feet, and the 
latter 70x80 feet. 
The pulp grinder 


building is 40x15,0 feet, and was saved 
from destruction last spring, although 
it was the only frame structure on the 
grounds. 
The company also have a 


machine shop and wood room, which 
is 40x130 feet, and is supplied with 
the best machinery, such as lathes, 
etc., for doing their own repairs. The 
paper making machine that started up 
last Mouday"-wa8 made by Pusey & 
Jones, Wilmington, Del., and is a 
120-inch machine, the largest in the 
west. 
The other was made by Rice, 


Barton & Fales, Wooster, Mass.; and 
is a 110-inch machine. Each contain 
26 dryers, the mention of which fact 
is sufficient to show their great pro- 
portions. 
Their construction is per- 


fect throughout, being mostly of the 
finest brass and steel, and must be 
seen to be appreciated 
The last 


named machine will not be ready to 
start up for about three weeks. 


Among the other machinery are 11 


pulp grinders, 6 wet machines, 6 beat- 
ers, 2 jordons or refiners, 2 mammoth 
•cutters and 14 screens, while two Vit- 
ter Corliss engines, of 200-horse power 
each, will run the paper machines. 
The pulp mill, beaters, cutters, wet 
machines and grinders will be run by 
water power, as heretofore, but it is 
preferable to run the two machines by 
steam, owing to the more steady and 
certain power. The plant will be run 
day and night, and will be lighted by 
a 200 light dynamo. 


The buildings are of solid brick, the 


walls being 16 inches thick, and the 
stone foundations vary from 2i to 20 
feet in thickness, and are 20 feet high 
in some places. The Dangenberg brick 
is used throughout. 


When both machines are running, 


the mill will have a capacity of thirty 
tons of print paper per day. 
Some 


idea of the speed of the new machines 
can be formed when it is stated that 
either one will turn out a sheet of pa- 
per 365 feet in length per minute, and 
the width of the sheet from the Pusey 
& Jones machine is 120 inches, while 
that of the Rice, Barton & Tales is 
but ten inches narrower. 
The pulp 


mill has been running steadily all 
summer, and in addition to the num- 
ber of train loads of pulp shipped to 
mills on the Fox river, they now have 
some 40,000 100-ft. bundles on hand. 
This is piled nearly twenty feet high, 
in a partially constructed shed, and 
which will be 150 feet in length when 
finished. 


The members of the Wisconsin 


Ei ver Paper & Pulp Co are Geo. A. 
and Win. T. Whiting, R. C. Russell 
and C. A. Babcock. 
W. T. Whiting 


is the resident manager. L. A. Parks 
is superintendent, and Mike Ward and 
Alex. Frazicr, engineers. 
The "four 


Johns" will have charge of the paper 
machines, as machine tenders,namely: 
John Fogarty, John McCorkendale, 
John Georges and John F. Meyers. 
Mr. Cullon and another man, whose 
name the writer was unable to learn, 
will look after the big Corliss engines. 
The Pusey & Jones machine was put 
up under the supervision of Chas, J. 
Alien, who came from Wilmington 
some six weeks ago. and remained to 
see everything in running order. The 
other machine is being set by Allen 
B. Champion, of Wooster. 
When in 


tull operation the company will em- 
ploy about 120 hands. 


Dropped the CMe. 


Two years ago Andrew P. Een, 


then county superintendent of schools, 
presented a bill of about $400 to the 
county board for traveling expenses. 
To allow or disallow the bill would 
establish a precedent 
in Portage 


county, and as this was the- first bill 
of the kind that had ever been pre- 
sented, the Board concluded to dis- 
allow it. In some of the other coun- 
ties of the state, however, traveling 
expenses are allowed the superin- 
tendent. 
Mr. Een appealed to 


the circuit court, but there had been 
no hearing before the latter body. 
Mr. Een has now decided to drop the 
case, not wishing to put the county 
and himself to any further trouble or 
expense, and so informed the county 
board yesterday.

STILL TESTIFYING. 


Cmmons Burr Olves Additional 


denoe Before Judge Murat's 


Municipal Court. 


The examination of Emmons Burr, 


late president of the defunct Commer- 
cial bank, was .again resumed before 
Judge Murat, last Saturday after- 
noon. The book accounts of B. Burr 
& Son, the witness said, were in his 
possession, and since the store was 
closed some of these accounts were 
collected by Gaylord Macnlsh, but he 
didn't know how much, as he had not 
seen Macnlsh for almost two weeks. 
These accounts amount to between 
$2,000 and 12,500, and think all of 
them are collectable. Have collected 
and used some of the accounts. Mr. 
Brennan asked the court to Issue an 
order directing that these accounts 
be delivered up, and the order was 
granted. 


Three or four days after the ne- 


exeat proceedings, Mr. Burr said, Jas. 
Canning, of Grand Rapids, to whom 
he owed about $250, met him at the 
tarn. 
Canning bad three horses In 


bis possession belonging to Burr at 
the time, and the defendant admitted 
that these may have been sold to pay 
the debt. Didn't know he had been 
restrained from selling any of his 
property at the time, he said. 


The lands in Marathon county 


turned over to J. P. Malick, he said, 
belonged to Emmons & Co., but the 
balance of the assets of the company 
he considered sufficient to pay the 
amount they owed the bank, $4,500. 
These lands listed fifteen forties, and 
couldn't remember how he happened 
to have the deed so long before turn- 
ing It over to Malick, only thatf he 
carried it around in bis book. 
The 


balance due Malack, $500, was paid 
from the profits of a land deal down 
near Meehan station. 


These two notes signed by Stanley 


E. Kellar, one for $4,000 and the other 
for $5,000, are for moneys advanced 
him while be was In the brewery bus- 
iness here—for overdrafts. I was to 
let him have money to run the busi- 
ness, and got back nothing but the 
Interest. 
One note was given Jan. 


20, 1891, and the other Sept. 29, 1891, 
and knew Keller was insolvent at the 
time. This is a historical paragraph 
that has not heretofore been published 
in connection with the bank failure. 


The interest on the Case & Co. note 


was paid by Emmons & Co., who suc- 
ceeded to the business, and the motley 
realized from the sale of lumber was 
used to reduce overdrafts at the bank. 
The J. W. Carpenter note was signed 
by him and N. IT. Emmons, for $500, 
and secured by a paid up life Insur- 
ance policy on the latter with the 
Northwestern of Milwaukee. 
Car- 


penter is dead, and his property in 
Ohio Is in the hands of an adminis- 
trator. 


At a previous examination the wit- 


ness said that be and bis father owned 
$5,500 stock In the Amherst bank, 
but he now says that they held either 
$10,500 or $11,000 In stock, his father 
owning the first-named sum alone. 
After his father's death, he endorsed 
the certificates of stock and had new 
ones issued in their place. After- 
wards the entire amount was sur- 
rendered to pay a claim against 
the Commercial bank and notes due 
by him, which had been given for the 
stock. 


The examination was adjourned un- 


til Tuesday afternoon, and at this 
time until next Friday afternoon, 
when the appointment of a receiver 
for the property of Emmons Burr will 
undoubtedly be brought up. 


For the past few days negotiations 


for the transfer of the Burr property 
to the receiver or some special trustee 
for the benefit of the creditors, have 
been renewed by parties interested in 
Mr. Burr's welfare, the same to 
include the real estate of B. Burr & 
Son, which had been mortgaged, as 
well as the horses disposed of to Judge 
Gate, whom it was stated could be 
satisfied in some other way. 
The 


conditions wanted in return are that 
the ne-exeat proceed ings be dropped 
and that Burr shall not be subject to 
criminal prosecution. Nothing defin- 
ite has been done in the matter, how- 
ever, and what will come out of the 
move is yet unknown. 


KILLED AT IRONWOOD. 


Ben. Kachelskl Bun Down by an En- 


gine.—Tfce Remains Brought to His 


Home in This City. 


Nine years ago Bernard Kachelski, 


who lives at 318 Smith street, In this 
city, arrived here with his family 
from Prussia. 
His son, Men., was 


then a boy of 15 years of age, and 
after staying here for about three 
years the lad went north, and since 
that time had worked most of the 
time at mining. Last Saturday he 
was out of work, and with a younger 
brother. Martin, spent some time in 
walking about the town. 
They 


became separated, Ben. going down 
to the railroad yards, and was run 
over by an engine and killed, the 
body being quite badly mutiiiilcu. 
Just how the accident happened, the 
brother does not know. The remains 
were brought to the home of his par- 
ents last evening, and the funeral 
took place from "St. Peter's church 
this morning. 


• Boarding With the Sheriff. 


Stanislaus Gutt, of Buena Vista, is 


serving a ten days' sentence in the 
county Jail lor contempt of court, 
having been sentenced by Jus tee 
Mathewson, of that town, to pay a 
fine or go to jail, and he chose the 
latter. His eleven year old son was 
sent to the reform school at Wau- 
kesha, for stealing from the store of 
Thos. Newby, at Keene, last Wednes- 
day, and while the lad was being ex- 
amined before the justice, the father 
sprang upon him, but was prevented 
from inflicting injuries by people pres- 
ent. For this he was promptly fined. 
Gutt is a powerful man, and for sev- 
eral years before removing to the 
country, was employed weekly In 
turning the power press in this office, 
and was considered 
an inoffensive 


fellow. 


KICKED BY A COLT. 


A. C. Peterson, an Aged Resident of 


Amherst, Receives Barious and 


Probable fatal Injuries. 


A. C. Peterson lives about one-half 


a mile south of John Eon's, in the 
town of Amherst, and is 70 years of 
age. 
Monday evening he went out to 


his barn to attend to the stock, and 
was kicked by a two year old colt, 
which bad never before shown any 
signs of viciousness. 
Mrs. Peterson 


heard an unusual racket in the barn, 
and going out found her husband on 
the floor, behind the colt, and the ani- 
mal was still kicking at bis prostrate 
form. Peterson was unsconclous, and 
being unable to render him assistance, 
Mrs. Peterson ran to the bouse and 
rang a large dinner bell for several 
undents. Knowing that something 
unusual had occurred, Mr. Een and 
Gus. Hoffman hurried to the Peterson 
home and carried the. old man into 
the house. 
Dr. F. E. Webster, of 


Amherst, was summoned with all due 
haste, and an examination revealed 
the fact that Peterson's left arm was 
broken below the elbow, the top of 
his left ear was kicked off, and a cut 
nine Inches long extended from the 
front to the back of bis head, which 
required ten stiches to sew up. Tues- 
day morning the old gentleman had 
not fully regained consciousness, and 
at last accounts he was in a precarious 
condition. 


They Make a Baid. 


As had been contemplated for several 


weeks, and was only put off from time 
to time to await a favorable opportun- 
ity, the Thos. Gilbert house, on Por- 
tage street, has at last been pulled. 
The raid was made by the police at 
about twelve o'clock last Friday night, 
and the mother and two daughters, 
known as "the twins," were gathered 
in, as was also four men who were at 
the house at the time. One of the men 
escaped just as be reached the Jail, 
another paid his fine, a third promised 
to do so and was released, and the 
fourth was given a specified number of 
hours to leave the city, which he read- 
ily took advantage of. The examina- 
tion of the women was adjourned until 
next Saturday, ball being fixed at $100 
each, in default of which they were 
remanded to Jail. That the evidence 
at this time will be sufficiently strong 
to send them to Waupun, there Is lit- 
tle doubt.

The day may yet arrive when people will 


live in glass IHJUMW. A patent has been so- 
cured by another Inventor for glass bricks 
of a peculiar pattern. The material of 
which they are composed being a first rate 
nonconductor, these bricks will keep the 
cold out of a dwelling built of thorn, while 
admitting the light. It Is claimed they 
will exclude noise, being hollow. Further- 
uoro, the inmates of a glims house need 
not be nfraid of being under too close ob- 
servation by neighbors, inasmuch M it ii 
not requisite that the bricks shall botrans- 
uircnt. They may be of opaque ground 
ilass or of any color that may be suitable 
'or decorative effect. 


Time before many years have passed it 


may bo considered thu height of luxury to 
occupy a dwelling of glass. Glaus bricks, 
of course, IUTO expensive. People who live 
n glass houses will bo able to afford to 
wunr clothes of glass. That sounds like 
nonsense, but the fact is that beautiful 
and most delicate fabrics are made out of 
spun glass. Nearly 20 years ago there was 
shown at the Centennial exposition in 
Philadelphia a bonnet composed entirely 
of glass. It was a love of a bonnet 
The 


lowers on It were glass, and so wore the 
ribbons, which looked llkotbo finest satin. 
The patentee of this protess describes it as 
suitable for the manufacture of neckties, 
shawls, table covers, etc. 


In fabrics of this kind a very fine quni- 


ty of glass is used. It is spun in threads 
of exceeding delicacy, and of thcso several 
colors may bu produced at the same time. 
L'hcy are woven in a loom of ordinary pat- 
,ern. Anybody may observe that a thin 
sheet of glass is somewhat elastic. The 
hruads employed in weaving are of such 
Ineuoss as to be perfectly pliable and not 
at all brittle. With a gown of glass would 
naturally go a pair of glass slippers. 


A 1'ittsburg man named Smith has In- 


vented a process for making glass slippers 
n molds. 
They would not do vory well 


'or dancing. There Is no reason why a 
glass gown should not bo woven of irides- 
cent glass, so that the wearer would look 
ike an animated rainbow on a ballroom 
loor—one dazzling shimmer of ever chnng- 
ng buas. Until recently the manufacture 
of iridescent glass was set down in the list 
of the lost arts. But in 1878 it was rediscov- 
ered, and now it is a common commercial 
article. It is made by exposing the molted 
flags to the vapors of suits of sodium. At 
;he Metropolitan Museum of Art, in New 
York city, are exhibited groat numbers of 
rattles, plates and other articled of glass 
•which wore made and used long before 
Ohrist was born. They were dug up In 
Cyprus and elsewhere. Many of them 
mvo a beautiful iridescence, but It Is 
the result of decay. Glass will rot like 
anything else, and decay has split the 
structure of tills ancient glass into lamlnro, 
or flakes, which Interrupt the light to aa 
;o produce brilliant red, green, purple and 
other rainbow colon. 


The window blinds of the glass house ot 


,he future will be of glass, of course. That 
8 another patent, and the Inventor sug- 
gests that such blludti may be made of 
vlmtovor colors are desired. Baby in the 
nursery perhaps will play with glass bulki- 
ng blocks and at a suitable age ho will re- 
ceive a Christmas gift of a pair of roller 
skates with glass rollers. Both of those 
ideas have been patented. 
When he in old 


enough to go llslilng, ho will not dig 
worms in the garden, but will bo provided 
ivlth artificial bait In the shape of a bol- 
ow minnow of glass, coated on the inside 
uirtly with a solution of gold or silver and 
mrtly with a luminous paint. 


Glass bedsteads may be proof against 


ightiilng and bugs, but 1C Is hardly to bo 
expected that glass houses should bo free 
'rom mice. 
The inmates could hardly do 


bettor than to employ glass traps for tho 
capture of such vermin. Tho great ad- 
rant ago of the glass mousetrap, according 
to thu statement of tho Inventor, Is that 
'If one motise outer tho trap he may bo 
soon by others who chance to go that way, 
mil thuy will bo Inclined to join tho one 
liinldp, especially when they observe that 
lie is nibbling a oholuo morsel " Up to 
date tho glass mousetrap has not n.,.do It- 
self popular, notwithstanding tho inipor- 
;ant arguments In Its favor, and of most of 
tho other de\ices described It is unfortu- 
nately true that they have not proved prof- 
itable to tho persons who contrived thorn. 
This remark, however, by no means ap- 


oh to tho glass lemon wineezor, which Is 


already a familiar household utensil. Tho 
Imentorof it is saldtohavo sold his rights 
tor $50,000. One of tho most remarkable 
Inventions in glass, by tho way, was that 
of a Venetian named Joquin, in 1068. He 
noticed that tho scales of a llsh called tho 
bleak gave a milky hue to tho water, and 
that glass beads dipped Into such water 
looked hUo pearls when dried. 
Subse- 


quently the idea was concoUod of making 
hollow beads of glass and lining them with 
the peculiar substance from tho scales of 
the fish, and it is in this way that tho so 
called Roman pearls arc now manufac- 
tured 
It ii to this substance that tho 


Iridescence of tho scales of many spoolos of 
fishes is duo —Washington Cor. Philadel- 
phia Times.

Young De Worms was educated at 
Sing's college, London, and was elected 
a fellow of the institution in 1868. 


The same year he was called to the 


bar of the Inner Temple, and for gome 
time practiced as a special pleader. He 
wan al«o a partner in the house of George 
Worms & Co., merchants of Austin- 
friars. In 1864 he married Fanny, the 
eldest daughter of the famous Viennese 
lauker, Baron von Todesco, but the 
union proved unhappy, and the couple 
were divorced. The baron's present wife 
s a daughter of Sir Benjamin Phillips, 
ihe great toy manufacturer. For a time 
;he baron was a magistrate and deputy 
lieutenant for Middlesex, and he is a 
fellow of tho Royal Asiatic society. 


In 1880 he was elected to parliament 


as a Conservative in place of Mr. Glad- 
stone. In 1891 he was appointed under- 
secretary for the colonies, and he expect- 
ed to be under foreign secretary in tbo 
present regime of Premier Salisbury,

THE MANATEE. 


l>. It On* of th« Strange*! of AnluutU Na- 


tive to America. 


Of all the large uulnmlsot tho American 


jonti in-lit, iiui,u is more remarkable in 


. form than thu manatee. 


Although this Mrange creature 1* of 


I goodly bUe, ofton reaching a weight of 


tcveiiil hundred pounds and sometimes 


I attaining H length of 13 feet, yet 1 venture 


I to say that not more than one person out 
1 of tnery 4,000 ill the United States could 


j now <irKo and correctly answer the quos- 


I tion, "What is a manatee?" 
Whenever 


you mention the name of the creature to 
any one save H student of quadrupeds, of 
k surety you will have that question to an- 
swer forthwith 


Tho manatee Is an animal that lives ex- 


clusively in the water, and while It Is 
shaped somewhat like a «eal It Is very far 
from being one. I mention the seal by way 
of comparison solely because It is the only 
quadruped which can be used. The heavy, 
bagliko body, short neck, blunt nose and 
round head of our harbor seal do Indeed 
suggest the form of the manatee, but there 
the rejoin bianco stops short. 


Instead of having hind flipper* like a 


seal, tho body of the manatee terminates 
in a very broad and very flat tail, which 
forms an admirable propeller. Its front 
limbs are simply big, flat paddles, by no 
means so shapely and useful tut tha front 
flippers of a sea lion. It has no hair—or, 
at loust, none to speak of—a smooth, but 
very thick and tough skin, small, weak 
eyes and u blunt nose. Instead of having 
teeth like a seal and feeding on fish, It has 
only a set of rather weak molars and lives 
solely on aquatic plants. 


It lives in the mouths and lower reaches 


of rivers that flow into tho sea in tropical 
latitudes, and while it does not object to 
salt water it Is most at homo in water 
that is either brackish or else quite fresh, 
and the latter is preferred because of its 
aquatic vegetation. Unlike the seal, it is 
quite unable to come out on land. 


I am glad to be able to say that even to- 


day this remarkable animal is an inhab- 
itant of ono portion of our strangely diver- 
billed United States. 


For some particular reason, probably 


the abundance of good food combined with 
a good depth of water, a number of mana- 
tees hu\e chosen to inhabit the St. Lucie 
river, Brovard county, Fla., which flows 
into Indian river, 18 Allies abovo Jupiter 
inlet 
Their presence there has been well 


Known for 20 years or so; but, fortunately 
for them, they possess neither the checker- 
ed leather hide of tho sad eyed alligator, 
tho spun glass plumes of tho unhappy 
nlgret or the delicious flesh of the wild tur- 
key, and so as yet they have not been en- 
tirely exterminated.—W. T. Hornaday in 
St. Nicholas.

As Leopold von Ranko truly said, the 


exodus of tho Jews from Egypt and thoir

samo Father in heaven, were entitled to 
equal consideration, and as the poor "were 
to bo always with us," the provisions 
made for thoir support were adequate and 
did not degrade them, and could not have 
that demoralizing Influence which today 
Is the heaviest burden which the pauper 
class haa to bear. Tho subllmest attribute 
of the ono and only God, "beside whom 
there Is none,'' is that of holiness, and to 
tie a follower of God meant to practice 
holiness, purity in thought and action. 
AH tho laws ordained, as wo find thorn in 
bho written and tho oral laws of tho Jews, 
had no other purpose and were distinctly 
enjoined for tho purpose of training man 
to a life of moral purity and correct con- 
duct, especially to look upon every man as 
a brother, tho hon of his Father In hoaven, 
bo whom ho is bound in tios of love and 
brotherly affection —Minorah.

Rovortiug to tho loro ot tho Psychical 


Research society, hero is a cast) lu which 
apparitions of the dead and tho living 
were commingled. A lady doctor eays that 
In 1869 she was living lu the family ot a 
retired naval officer, Mr. R., aud his wife, 
two miles from a seaport town. Mrs. R., 
who was tho sister of the liritlsb. consul at 
Cadiz, married hur husband, a widower, 
in that city. 
When, after the marriage, 


they came to England, hur husband was 
unable to find tho mtrso with whom his 
youngest child hod been left. After a vain 
search they came to London. One night 
Mrs. R. saw the sitting room door opcu. 
A beautiful lady came In, followed by a 
common looking woman, currying a child 
about a year old, dressed lu a yellow po- 
lisso. The lady came up to thu bod and 
said, pointing to the baby: "This is John- 
ny. 
You will remember Johnny." She 


smiled, and Mrs. R. wag just going to an- 
swer when tho vision wo* gone. Her hus- 
band said she hod exactly described his 
first wife, and that the child's name was 
Johnny. Some days after, returning from 
Westminster abbey, they lost themselves 
(n a narrow congeries of streets. Suddenly 
Mrs. R. saw the common looking woman 
of her vision carrying the baby with a yel- 
low pelisse. She told her husband, who 
spoke to tho woman. After discreet In- 
quiry it turned out that she was tho nurse 
that was wautod, and that tho baby was 
tho missing child. 


Tho antithesis of unconscious spiritual 


manifestation by tho living is tho conscious 
severance from the body and a foretaste of 
death's mystery. 
Dr. Wlltso of Skiddy, 


Kan , whose case was first published In 
tbe St. Louis Medical Journal In 1889, ap- 
parently died of fever. 
Ho was declared 


to bo dead by the physician who attended 
him. To make assurance doubly sure, 
noodles wore thrust deeply Into tbo flesh. 
This was done many times. 
Tho doctor 


who pronounced the patient dead subse- 
quently skid, "I observed his symptoms 
closely, and if there are any symptoms 
marking a patient In artioulo mortis that 
were not present in his case I am Ignorant 
of them." Meanwhile, the spirit of tho 
man alleged to bo dead had, according to 
his own story, dissevered Itself from tho 
body. Tho disembodied spirit even con- 
templated the dwelling of clay It had just 
quitted. The liberated Dr. Wlltse was 
conscious of two wooplng ladies in the 
room (his wife and his sister) and of two 
gentlemen at tbo door. 
With one of thuso 


gentlemen he oume Into contact and, vary 
much to his surprise, perceived that tho 
other party was unconscious of tho colli- 
sion. "I now attempted to gain the atten- 
tion of tho people with the object of com- 
forting them as well as of assuring them 
of their own immortality. I bowed to 
them playfully and saluted with my right 
hand. I passed about among them also, 
but found that they gave ino no heed. 
Then the situation struck mo as humor- 
ous, and I laughed outright." Going out 
of tho house, he noted the redness of the 
> 


soil and tbo washes that tho rain had ' 
made. Presently he found himself In the 
air, borne along by a pair of hands till he 
came to where wore throe prodigious 
rocks, which, his conductor told him, was 
tho road to the eternal world, whence he 
could no moru return In tho flesh. He at- 
tempted to pass, but. his path was barred 
by a block cloud, and he kJow he was to 
bo stopped. The cloud thai touched his 
face. 
When ho regained consciousness, ho 


found himself at homo in his bed very ill. 
Now there Is abundant evidence to prove 
that Dr. Wlltso's wife and sister did not 
fall a-weeplng until ho was pronounced 
dead; there is evidence that tho soil and 
tho rain washes wore as he described im- 
mediately ho found utterance, though they 
must have boon very difTeront tbe lost 
time he saw them with his bodily eyes; 
there Is evidence that he told all thcie 
things as soon as ho could speak and as 
often as ho was permitted. 


The Rev. L. J. Bortrand, a Huguenot 


minister of Nouilly, Paris, writing in 
1819, 
gives a strange experience that bnfoll 


him in the Alps 80 years previously. The 
sleep of death had come upon him as he 
crouched in tho snow upon a lodge of a 
precipice. His mind continued active, 
though his body was benumbed. Tho ap- 
proach of death was not painful till tho 
last, when there was a dreadfully acute 
pain of momentary duration. "Then," ho 
says, "my life went out." His spirit soured 
above his body, to which, however, it was 
still attached by a kind of clastic string. 
With tho spiritual eye he saw tho remain- 
der ot his party and their guide in a posi- 
tion whore ho could not possibly hnvo soon 
thorn from tho place whoro his body lay. 
He saw that tho guide had disobeyed In- 
structions as to the route to bo traversed. 
Ho saw tho offender take a sly pull at tho 
percipient's own Madeira and eat tho ab- 
stracted leg of a fowl. Still more wonder- 
ful, ho saw his wife, who was always nerv- 
ous about him when he was alpine climb- 
Ing, going to Lucerne till tho following 
day. 
"Well, wife," ho soliloquized, "lam 


a dead man. Goodby." Suddenly ho folt 
a shock, realized that his party had re- 
turned and that the guide was rubbing 
him with snow to reanimate him. His 
first attempt at speech was to reproach tho 
guide. "If you had simply out the string I" 
ho peevishly exclaimed. By and by ho 
taxed tho guide with his small misdeeds, 
and tho delinquent ran oft In dlsmiiy. 
When he reached the inn, the guide bo- 
carae delirious, being convinced that tho 
esteemed pastor was tbe IX It afterward 
appeared that Mme. Bortrand had set off 
for Lucerne exactly under the circum- 
stances her husband had noted with the 
spiritual eye.—Illustrated Modern Art 
and Literature.

With tho 
working of the lever and the raising of the 
lowvr board tho air in tho lower compart- 
ment Is forced through the valve in the 
middle board Into thu upper compartment, 
which Is the rtworvolr, whence It Hows 
through the nozzle of the bellows Into tho 
fire. When the pressure from below ceases, 
the valve in the middle board closes, and 
tho air Is then forced out from tho upper 
compartmunt or rosorvolr of tho bellows 
by the weight ot tho tipper board. Some- 
times this board is weighted to mako it 
expel the air more rapidly and forcibly. 
Tho contimiiyiro of the blast without tho 
working ot tho lover, caused by tho gradu- 
ally sinking upper boned of thu bellows, 
may lust for it quarter of a mlnuto. It is 
a highly prized characteristic of tho bel- 
lows. Tho blacksmith who Is alone is thus 
enabled. If he should so dcslro, to usu both 
hands at tho flro, or ho might go across 
the shop aud bo bock swaying tho lover 
onoe more before thu blast had ceased. 


A good bellows will last for many yoan 


without repairs. Blncksmlths' bell own aro 
made in various sizes from 94 inch to 00 
Inch. Tho 80 Inch Is tho slzo most com- 
monly sold. Tho size lu tho width at tho 
widest point. Hollows are longer than 
they aro wide, and they aro made of dif- 
ferent lengths in the same width, ordinary, 
and long. There are alwut IS bellows 
nmnufooturors in the country, Including 
throe in Now York* and one lu Brooklyn. 


Manufacturing and other establishments 


supplied with power forges aro nowadays 
equipped with' power blowers, and there 
aro also various hand blowers, somo oper- 
ated with a crank aud some with a lover, 
and there aro now used many portable 
forges aud blowers combined. The solo of 
modern appliances for blowing forgo fires 
has increased greatly in recent years, while 
tho sale of bellows lias not. But there aro 
Bhlpsmiths and boiler makers, wheel- 
wrights, carriage and wagon makers and 
others who still use bellows, and almost 
every horscshoor uses a bellows and pre- 
fers It to any other moans of blowing his 
fire, so that there are still sold thousands 
of bellows annually.—Now York Sun. 


HOW LONDONERS SPEND MONEY. 


HIGHLAND COURTING 


n>ey Impoverish Thenuelvm In Useless, 


Health Destroying Plemnres. 


Londoners Impoverish themselves and 


make themselves absurdly miserable by 
their own devices. Most of the things on 
which they expend their money aro van- 
ities or frauds. 
Their houses and their 


dress, as we have Been, aro pitiful, their 
special literature often worse than none, 
their art tho pictures on tho hoardings, 
their amusements sensual. Their very 
holidays are miserable labor, dull excite- 
ments, almost wholly without physical or 
mental good or Intellectual gain. A time 
of quiet relaxation or of natural enjoy- 
ment is indeed tho lot of but few. Crowd- 
ed excursion trains and tho rudo company 
at seaside towns are tho Infliction of tho 
lower, middle and the working classes, 
and bank holidays are perhaps as much on 
Injury as a blessing. Railways and steam- 
boats and the means of entertainment aro 
so overcrowded that all healthy, civilized 
enjoyment Is Impossible, and so tho man- 
ners of the people become coarser from 
tho very means that should promote Im- 
provement. 


On tho continent each parish has its iso- 


lated fete, well managed and within tho 
moans at hand, and thus these fetns are 
graceful, civilizing entertainments. Wo In 
London need such llmitedly local relaxa- 
tions, so that each part of tho metropolis 
being, as occasion may require, assisted by 
tho others, district holidays might be a 
means ot good alternately to all tho popu- 
lation. Probably from more conceit or 
mental laziness tho people aro so fond of 
bigness and monotony that they entirely 
overlook tho ways'of providence, In which 
tho niulf.ltudlnotisly small .tod varied is 
the rule. Monotony and uniformity, tho 
radical Idea, aro alike apart from provi- 
dence and healthy human nature.—Quar- 
terly Review. 


Oldest Bouse In New York. 


Ono of tho few rollcs loft of tho oarly 


colonial dnys is HUH standing at South- 
ampton, N. Y. Thin town claims tho pre- 
eminence of being \!i« oldest English town 
in tho state of New York, and tho ancient 
house referred to was built by Thomas 
Sayro, one of tho first settlors. It was 
erected in 1048 and has been handed down 
from father to son in an unbroken lino for 
ton generations, the present owner bolng 
tho direct duBconduni of the builder. 


At a time of threatened Indian outbreak 


In 1000 it* was one of tho rallying places of 
tho Inhabitants In case of a night attack. 
Tho descendants of Thomas Snyrc are very 
numerous, both in this stnto and In Now 
Jersey. 
Tho ancient mansion, which 


stands on tho main street of the village, is 
an object of curious interest to thu multi- 
tude of city residents who find In that 
quiet village by tho uea a summer resting 
place. 


Tho massive timbers and covering of 


thick cedar shinglus aro BUfllolont to Insure 
Its remaining for years to como as a curi- 
ous and Interesting rollc of a long past 
ago. Of no other house in tho state can it 
be said that ten generations have boon 
born and died within its walls.—New 
York Herald. 


Boolcuhelvm. 


A pretty room soon lately had stationary 


bookshelves for its student owner running 
in single rows about Its walls. Ono row 
began at each end of tho chimney piece, on 
a line with tho mantel board and ran across 
to tho windows at one sldo and on tho 
other to a closet door.

LIFE AND THE KNIFE. 


Tlvlsvetor* Not M Merciful In Vein* An. 


wiithetlM M They Claim. 


Physicians aro rather fond of tolling the 


public that In experiment* on living ani- 
mals pain is reduced to a minimum by tbo 
use ot iuuu8thetlo». Occasionally a bolug 
turns up who aocopts this statement, but 
wo think ho is rare. Mr. Philip J. Poa- 
body, in tho columns of tho Boston Tran- 
script, gave a few Interesting facts on this 
subject: 
"I have never yet, In nil my experience, 


soon any miiDsthotlo In, or about, lu use In 
any laboratory, with one exception. I have 
a personal acquaintance with many vlvl- 
sootors, including a numbur of tho host 
known ones iu this country, and Europe, 
and have hundreds of t linos con versed with 
them. No vivlsuctor has aver claimed or 
pretended to use any iiuuisthotlc, In conver- 
sation with mo. They have always freely 
admitted that thoy never used thorn when- 
ever tho subject came up. 
"In thu one exception noted, a dog 


which was about two hours undergoing a 
very agonizing experiment on tho blad- 
der, had tmohootomy performed, solely to 
stop ills howls, n$ I saw and was also In- 
formed. 
After this a small rubber vessel 


was at times balanced some distance away 
from his none and for a few times only, 
and for a few seconds at a time only, It 
scorned slightly to relievo his agony. The 
uso of this chloroform told me moro elo- 
quently than volumes would have done 
how utterly false was the pretense that 
nnlmals aro saved from suffering by untcs- 
thotlcs. This dog was breathing through 
tho hole cut in his nook as much as his 
noso. As a famous English doctor said- 
It Is the public who aro ansosthotlzod, not 
the animals." 


Tho doctors must have thoir fun, but it 


Is a growsomo sport, and tho appetite 
seems to grow with what It foods on. Peo- 
ple with kinder toolings, however, are of- 
fended by tho brazen Insolence that perpe- 
trates those disgusting brutalities in the 
namo of science. Those "Interesting ox- 
purlmeuts" boar the same relation to Bal- 
ance as do tho tortures of tho Inquisition 
to tho Ten Commandments.—Llfo. 


Electricity In Horticulture. 


. Somo valuable work has boon dona on 


French farms at the suggestion of men 
who have made a study ot electrical sci- 
ence. Tho germination ot beans, pens and 
grain has boon quickened to a marked ex- 
tent by tbo elootrlo current. Tho apparatus 
that husbeiyi employed with good effect by 
agriculturists consists of nu ordinary polo 
40 to 50 feet high, on tho top of which Is 
Insulated a row of copper spikes to collect 
oloct.rlclty from tho atmosphere. An Insu- 
lated wire transmits tho oluotric forcurto a 
network of galvanized Iron wires burled 4 
to 6 foot in the ground under tho growing 
crop. This apparatus is culled a gooinag- 
notlfero. 
It IH claimed that nu inoroaso of 


60 percent In yiold onn bo obtained by Its 
uso. Grapes thus treated contain a higher 
percentage of sugar and alcohol and tho 
perfume ot flowers is stronger. 


Thu goomaguotifero 00 foot high Is 


claimed to enrich the ground to tho samo 
extent as ton times its cost iu manure. It 
has long been supposed that electricity as- 
sists leguminous plants in appropriating 
free nitrogen from thu atmosphere, but it 
is hard to undurhUind tho character ot the 
process. It Nuarcoly cnii bo fixation iu tho 
earth of nitrogen obtained by decomposi- 
tion of the ulr, but It would tmom rational 
to suppose that tho electric force makes 
tho useful material in tho soil moro rapid- 
ly and completely assimilable thuu it other- 
wise would bo.—Chicago Tribune. 


An Extraordinary Map. 


Tho University of Tokio Is said to pos- 


sess tho most remarkable map In tho 
world. It is on the plan of those fuiiilllar 
to students at summer schools, bolng 
made of sand and earth so as to represent 
accurately all tho physical features of Ja- 
pan. 


According to a recent writer: "Tho seas 


are represented with white sand and tho 
mountains, hills, valleys, cities, oU;., with 
dark colored elay. All tho buys and gulfs 
aro neon nm! thu Islands aro shown in the 
proper proportion of their size and distance 
from the mainland. Little channels run 
among thu hills and past tho cities, and 
whenever there is a shower of rain, tho 
water Hows along these rivers to thu sen, 
precisely us It does lu tho larger streams 
they imitate. The studuntB of tho univer- 
sity can thus sec at n glance all tho phys- 
ical features of their own country, and 
learn more of their native land by this 
method In a day than they could acquire 
lu a week by thu ordinary avenues of in- 
formation."—Brooklyn Eaglo. 


HorMmtioe* Jtfade From tin Aerolite.

over drove a horse wearing shoos made 
from metal which but a fow weeks before 
hod been on tho moon Is Frank Morris of 
Worthington, W. Va. A fow years ago a 
small aerolite composed of pure Iron fell 
nonr Mr. Morris's homestead.

Des Moines, Iowa. Nov. IS.— The State 


Executive Council hag discovered what 
promises to develop into one of the big- 
gest eicandala ever known in state offi- 
cial circles. 
Under the ttate laws, in- 


sane patients whose own resources will 
not pay for their support in the state 
hospitals must be cared for by the coun- 
ties from which they are sent, pro- 
vided they have a residence there. Pa- 
tients who have no residence are cared 
for at the state's expense. 
At present 


there are 140 state patients in the In- 
dependence asylum, 100 at Mount Pleas- 
ant, and almost as many at Clarinda. 
For a long time it has been a matter of 
wonderment with the state officials that 
there should be so many state patients. 
The charge per 
patient 
is $14 per 


month, besides fees for transportation. 
A few days ago a bill was presented by 
Scott county for fees for taking state 
patients to the hospital. 
It has been 


investigated, and yesterday the Execu- 
tive Council refused to allow it. The 
Investigation developed that insane pa- 
tients from the counties in Illinois ad- 
joining Scott county have been sent 
over to Scott by the Illinois officials and 
taken to the state institutions as state 
patients by the Scott officials. It would 
always be explained that it had been 
impossible to learn what their real resi- 
dence was. 
The Council has convinced 


itself that this has been going on, sys- 
tematically, for a long time. 
It also 


learned that there had 
been similar 


cases from Woodhury county, and, in 
fact, from most of the counties which 
border on the state line. 
The officers 


in the counties receive 6 cents per mile 
for transportation and 40 cents per hour

Northern Michigan. 


Marquette, Mich., Nov. 15.—The pri- 


mary convention of the new Episcopal 
diocese, erected out of the missionary 
jurisdiction 
of Northern 
Michigan, 


called to meet here yesterday to or- 
ganize the diocese and elect a bishop, 
completed its work in one day's ses- 
sion and adjourned to meet in regular 
session the first Wednesday after the 
first Sunday in May of each year. By 
a vote of 24 out of 38 cast, the venerable 
archdeacon. G. Mott Williams, of Mar- 
quette, was chosen bishop on the sec- 
ond informal ballot. The name Mar- 
quette was chosen as the official desig- 
nation of the new diocese, in deference 
to the recommendation of the house of 
bishops in general convention at Minne- 
apolis, though a strong party favored 
the name "Superior." The choice of 
name and of bishop virtually fixes the 
city of Marquette as the cathedral city 
and St. Paul's church as the bishop's 
cathedral. The same constitution and 
canons governing the diocese of Michi- 
gan, with a few verbal changes, were 
adopted. 
The field comprises the en- 


tire northern peninsula of Michigan, 
having an. area of 16,510 square miles 
and a population of 206,000 souls, of 
whom upward of 2,500 profess the Epis- 
copalian faith. The clergy consists, at 
present, of eleven priests and three di- 
vinity students. There 
are six va- 


cancies, including the one at Sault Ste. 
Marie, which was due to the election 
of the rector to the new bishopric of 
Alaska. 


Bishop-Elect 
Williams 
cannot he 


consecrated until his election has been 
confirmed by the majority of all the 
other bishops. 
As that cannot take 


place before the end of January, 1896, 
the diocese will, in the meantime, be- 
administered by a standing committee.

perhaps been sold by the company. The 
secretary has directed that the company 
be allowed sixty days within which 
to specify a new basis for any of its 
indemnity selections voided by this de- 
cision.

LEGENDS OF AZTECS. 


HOW THEY ARE UTILIZED IN 


THE PRESENT DAY. 


Tb« Celebrations at Goadalup*. Mexico, 


In Which th» Indian* Bo rr**ljr Join 
—Strange Story of an Indian'* Al- 
leged Miraculous Picture.

will be distinguish- 
ed visitors 
during 


the ceremonies at- 
tending the reopen- 
ing of the Shrine of 
Guadalupe in Mex- 
ico. The ceremony 
practically 
began 


on Oct 1 and will 
continue for three 


months. This event far exceeds the no- 
table pilgrimage of Sacro Monte, which 
occurred in August, 1892, when the 
worshipers came from all parts of the 
republic. The six archbishops of Mex- 
ico were present and a vast concourse 
of people, a large number of whom 
were Indians. The event was unique In 
view of the religious enthusiasm man- 
ifested. The Church Guadalupe is the 
holiest shrine In Mexico, and contains 
the picture of a woman of Aztec, the 
legend of which nearly four centuries 
ago was the occasion of an event that 
has ever since had its effect upon the 
life of the people. 


This church is built upon the spot 


•where an Aztec divinity named ionan- 
zin (Mother of the Gods) received hom- 
age before Mexican cities arose or th 
Aztec chiefs were made by Cortez the 


A Tontine Hotel. 


The ancient Tontine hotel of New 


Haven, built in 1824 by a company or- 
ganized under the tontine plan, is now 
owned by forty-four "nominees" hold- 
ing fifty-one shares of stock. The com- 
pany started with 117 stockholders, and 
the number was increased to 243. Under 
the original agreement, when only 
seven stockholders are left the property 
becomes theirs. The original 
capital 


was $24,300; it was intended to start 
with a capitalization of $30,000, but the 
company was not successful in reach- 
ing that amount. As most of the sur- 
viving shareholders are aged people, it 
will be only a few years before the 
number, seven, will have been reached, 
and then they will take the property 
absolutely and the company will go out 
of existence. So far as is known, this 
Is the only company of this character 
in this country, one which existed in 
New York having gone out of existence 
several years ago.

CHURCH OF GUADALUPE. 


slaves of Spain. 
The miracle, whose 


chief instrumentality was an Indian, 
was the means of converting the Aztecs 
from pagan worship to that of Chris- 
tianity, and the Church is the fifth edi- 
fice that has been erected. 


The legend of the Virgin of Guada- 


lupe is one of the most impressive and 
beautiful In history. It enters into the 
life of the 
Mexican people quite as 


much as does that of Joan of Arc in 
France. When Don Miguel Hidalgo had 
rushed forth to shake Mexico from the 
power of Spain it was a painting of the 
Virgin of Guadalupe that was inscribed 
upon his banners and her name was the 
watchword of the insurrectionary par- 
ty. "Long live our Mother, most holy 
Guadalupe! Long live America, and 
death to bad government!" was then 
the declaration o£ Mexican independ- 
ence, and is still the text of the presi- 
dent of the republic on the Mexican 
Fourth of July. These words he utters 
at 11 o'clock on every 15th of Septem- 
ber, the anniversary of the very hour 
when Hidalgo uttered them in 1810. 
The Emperor Iturbide made the Order 
of Guadalupe the highest dignity in his 
court and when he was executed the 
first act o£ the republican congress in 
1824 was to constitute the Virgin's day 
a national holiday. 


The Virgin of Guadalupe is thus, be- 


sides patron saint of Mexico, a con- 
crete flivinity as significant in a politi- 
cal as she is held sacred In a religious 
sense, and It is the manifestation of 
strong feelings developed at the open- 
Ing of the magnificent church in her 
honor at a time when the president and 
the Vatican authorities are at right 
angles over the appointment of an apos- 
tolic delegate to Mexico and the estab- 
lishment of diplomatic relations, that 
has aroused so much interest 
and 


anxiety in the present 
ceremonial, 


which is partly religious and partly 
political in character. 


On the spot where the Virgin's church 


stands the Indian chiefs of Mexico have 
for many centuries assembled to be 
cured, to renew their allegiance to Ton- 
anzin, to crown new chiefs or to de- 
pose others, to hold councils of war, and 
perform those rites and ceremonies 
which their forefathers with little vari- 
ation performed in the days of the 
"Mother of the Gods," and which they 
hold are as old as the mountains of 
their native Mexico. 


The tradition runs that one day an 


Indian, in going up the side of a hill 
to consult the doctors of Tonanzin 
about a sick uncle, saw a phenomenal 
atmospheric disturbance and heard 
the voices of a choir of angels singing. 
While gazing in wonder and amazement 
a beautiful lady was evolved out of the 
clouds, who told him she was the 
Mother of the Gods and who command- 
ed the Indian to go and see the bishop 
and advis* him to build her a church 
upon that sacred spot. The Indian re- 
turned to the bishop and told him what 
he saw and heard, but the bishop dis- 
missed the Indian as a dreamer and a 
fool, whereupon the Indian again re- 
paired to.the spot and told the beauti- 
ful lady. Upon hearing what he Mid, 
the lady angrily stamped her right foot 


rites. It is on this account that the pres- 
ent »immense gathering ot Indians, who 
constitute, roughly speaking, half the 
population, has so much significance. 


The tibia of the Indian, whose name 


was Juan Diego, was exhibited upon the 
altar during the solemn festival and 
had remarkable effect upon those as- 
sembled. Within the tabernacle, and in 
a frame of gold and silver Inclosed with 
plate glass, the alleged miraculous im- 
age is still preserved. The material up- 
on which the picture Is wrought is o£ 
coarse texture, the figure itself being 
somewhat conventional in type, good 
in point of artistic effect, and though 
350 years old, it is said, still retains its 
original freshness and strength of out- 
line. An examination of the garment 
plainly reveals its material. 


The Church ot Guadalupe in its in- 


terior is remarkable 
for its magni- 


ficent embellishments, 
being richly 


furnished in white and gold. The rail- 
ings are made of silver, there being no 
fewer than thirty-six tons of silver and 
gold used in ornamentation of the high 
altar, wich is made from designs of 
To^sa, the famous sculptor of the mon- 
ument to the Emperor Iturbide. It cost 
$1,181,000, and the value of jewels, ot 
gold and silver and ot other rich be- 
longings which 
had 
accumulated,

0 BE a favorite on 
the stage In the 
"Modern Babylon," 
a woman must be 
equipped in at least 
one of three ways.

ties, audacity, "diablerie, she may be 
plain and sublimely stupid; or she must 
legitimately amuse and interest accord- 
ing to English canons, which, by the 
way, are frequently not ours. Two of 
these types are found in "The Artist's 
Model," the comic opera which has held 
a London stage now for very nearly a 
year—Letty Lind and Hetty Hamer. 


We are familiar with the dainty lit- 


tle Englishwoman who transformed 
skirt-dancing into a sort of butterfly 
art four or five years ago. London pets 
her. In the blue Jean trousers and 
blouse of the Paris street urchin, as 
she dances in her diminutive clogs and

•miles In her odd, one-sided way, she 
sparkles into the sympathy of the 
watchers. 
Her face is piquant—an 


honest, little face—but of absolute 
beauty she has scarcely any, and after 
three years' illness she returned to the 
stage last year with only an echo of a 
voice, even for spoken lines. 
Her 


charm, however, does not depend on 
beauty of face or voice. She seems a 
sprite, her every glance an unreserved 
expression of the part she plays; her 
smile flashing over every part of a 
crowded house an invisible lasso knit- 
ting the attention and homage of her 
audience. And then, lastly, and most 
important, those little feet of hers! In 
the minings of the "Tom-tit" dance 
they waft the blues away as gracefully 
as clouds of tobacco smoke; acrobatic 
sky assaults find no exponent in Letty 
Lind. She is a born comedienne. Sel- 
dom does a dancing member of a comic- 
opera company give any semblance of 
reality to the lines of the libretto—ns 
a rule it is considered quite enough to 
strut through 
the part; but as the 


runaway school-girl In Paris, playing 
truant in the blouse and cap of a saucy 
gamin, she is satisfying enough to dis- 
pense with songs and dances and still 
be a success. 


In contrast to her stands Hetty Ha- 


mer. 
Her photographs decorate the 


theater lobbies as prominently as those 
of the principals, yot she does nothing. 
She is as an actress as she might be a 
model in a cloak shop. 
Her face Is 


beautiful, though lacking In shades of 
expression. She neither sings nor acts. 
She merely exists behind tho foot-lights 
and draws her large salary because her 
eyes are like big, shadowed violets, her 


of the retroaK..' cherub order which a 
smile awakens into dimples. London 
is content to look at her In three 
changes of Psyche-like costume every 
evening, forget the lisp, and applaud. 


Cissy Loitua, the mimic—all London 


Is talking of her. She Is considered as 
genuinely talented for the work she 
does, as Letty Lind for hen. 
Her 


vogue in New York was mild, perhaps 
because she did not mimic types fa- 
miliar to us. Be that as it may, she 
Is a reigning queen of her world, and 
stands alone in her special line of work 
In London. 
Her pictures are every- 


where, and many of them, from the 
aristocratic tea-rooms In the neighbor- 
hood of Hyde Park, to the grimy win- 
dows of the fried-fish shops near Drury 
Lane, and the great Palace Theater, 
crowded from foot-lights to dome as the 
time approaches when she is due to 
appear, presents an almost terrifying 
spectacle when viewed from an upper 
box. She Is considered an Inimitable 
mimic. 
The celebrities she holds up 


for amusement must of course be as fa- 
miliar as one's hand to be enjoyed. 
Her selections for the English 
have 


been from the beginning happy ones. 


As an American making a "hit" In 


London never approached in her native 
land, May Yohe stands out prominently. 
She has a pretty, irregular, character- 
less face—no one calls her a beauty— 
and her hoarse, uncultivated contralto 
wins no soft adjectives when an Eng- 
lishman describes it. But she Is never- 
theless an unqualified success, the star 
of a burlesque opera company, very 
much photographed, very much talked 
of, and if, as some one has said, it is 
the ambition of a variety actress to see 
her name on the back of a "sandwich 
man" crawling among the crowds, then 
May Yohe must revel In a theatrical 
Nirvana every time she drives out. 


One feels inclined to try and diag- 


nose the reasons for her English tri- 
umphs. As you watch her stride across 
the stage, invariably in boy's clothes, 
almost Invariably cracking a whip or 
smoking a cigarette, throwing In a sur- 
reptitious wink at the audience between 
a hoarse laugh and a hoarse line, you 
feel the magnetism of her audacity. The 
thought that you are regarding a wo- 
man with probably no lota of reverence 
for anything under heaven but her own 
wayward will, a compilation of boyish 
sauclness, recklessness, with fingers 
poised to snap defiance at criticism, has 
a certain charm which deepens as the 
play progresses, writes Kate Jordan, In 
Leslie's Weekly. Part of her success 
may also be due to the fact that she 
has achieved one of those strange alli- 
ances for which London Is famous—the 
lord and the burlesque actress.

KICKING. 


A GOOD TRICK- IN THE GAME 


OF FOOTBALL. 


[" the l'\g Skin *t the Very In- 


stant It Touches the Ground—Home 
Figures Illaitrstlre of the Bum*—The 
I'lmce-Klck. 


ROP - KICKING la 
related to place - 
kicking in no un- 
certain way, inas- 
much as the game 
principles underlie 
both. The playing 
code defines a drop- 
kick as one "made 
by letting the ball 
fall from the hands 
and kicking it at 


the very instant it rises." It would be 
more exact to say, kicking it at the 
very moment it touches 
the gronnd. 


This is a distinction with a difference, 
which Is hardly appreciable when time 
alone is considered, but of consequence 
to a proper application of force. That 
Is to say, if your foot meets the ball the 
moment the ball strikes the ground the 
force you put into the kick counts for 
more than if you caught the ball after 
It had left the ground; and the farther 
the ball gets away, the less benefit can 
be derived from the contact and conse- 
quent rebound from Mother Earth. 


As I have said, the drop-kick is re- 


lated in no uncertain way to place- 


FIGURE 1. 


kicking. The difference—nominal en- 
tirely—is that the drop-kicker takes the 
place of the holder of the ball for a 
place-kick, arranging the ball with his 
own hands. Once out of his hands the 
ball seeks the earth, strikes in the .ex- 
act position it would have been placed 
in for a place-kick and kicked accord- 
ingly. 


But whereas the place-kick is always 


accomplished in detail the same, drop- 
kicking, owing to varying conditions, 
embraces a number of different ways of 
handling the ball upon Its receipt from 
the quarter-back. 
If a drop - kicker 


were always allowed the time he want- 
ed to accomplish a kick he would per- 
form the same always. In reality, how- 
ever, as the drop-kick is used tor the 
most part from a down in an attempt to 
score a goal Trom the field, opponents 
greatly hur:y the kicker in their at- 
tempts to block the ball. 


Let us now Imagine a case, wherein 


the drop may be employed, and follow 
In detail tho several movements of the 
kicker. 


Team "A" having forced team "B" to 


the latter's twenty-yard line directly in 
front of the goal, decide upon a try for 
a goal from the field. 
Inasmuch as 


there are but two minutes more to play 
during this, the second half, and the 
score is a tie, a goal means certain vic- 
tory. On the other hand, a touchdown 
is quite Impossible in the short time 
left to play. 


So the signal Is given, and the full- 


back of team "A" drops back to the 
thirty-yard line, or ten yards back of 
his own line. As he docs so he fixes 
definitely In his mind's eye the exact 
location of the goal and thereafter his 
rj-ca become glued to the ball, at the 


i time under the hand of the snap-back.

When the ball is snapped the eyes fol- 
low it into the quarter's hands, anil 
with eat-Uke vigilance note its llight 
Into his very arms—or hands, as in Fig- 
ure 1 (had the ball been passed into 
the left side the left arm would have 
encircled it while the right hand would 
have been clapped over the top), then 
as the ball falls to the ground the eyes 
center upon that charmed spot "X" - 
that is, a point midway between the 
lower end of the lacing and the bottom 
end of the ball. When the foot meets 
the ball the eyes may be raise*!, not be- 
foie. 


Now, 
the movement directly fallow- 


Ing the catch of the pass, as in Figure 
1, is a short step forward of thr l«-ft 
foot, followed the sime r.innievit by ^n 
instantaneous throwing out o' the arms 
•M full length and in a downward dirc1- 
tion—say an angle of fortv-fpe degrees 
with the earth. (See Figure 2.) 
At 


the same time the body bends a bit 
forward at the hips, the right foot ad- 


vancing to plant Itself firmly. Prom 
the moment the ball is caught till the 
arms are straightened 
it Is 
firmly 


clasped by the hands in the unaltered 
position in which they have caught the 
ball. 


The planting of the right foot signals 


the release of the ball. 
I emphasize 


"release," to call particular attention 
to the point that the hands are drawn 
away from the ball; that Is to say, there 
is no spasmodic movement which Im- 
plies that they tosi the ball away. Most 
drop-kickers toss the ball, and thus lay 
themselves open to tb<* evil of a ball 
not under control, for the moment they 
toss it the ball falls badly, and eventu- 
ally strikes the earth in any but thf 
right way. 


In Figure 2 the hands can almost bC 


Been to move as they release the ball 
with a movement similar to pulling out 
the two parts of an accordion, and the 
ball shows a position similar to that 
which it later assumes in Figure 3. 


Now, as the right foot takes its stand, 


the left reaches Its hindmost limit of 
swing, and without a moment's pause 
comes swinging forward in a line which, 
if carried out, would pass by the side 
of the right foot—under the body—cut 
the ball in two, bisecting Its middle 
seam, and 
continuing on, fetch 
up 


against the middle of the cross-bar. 


Another position gives a front view 


Just after the ball has left the foot on 
its way to the goal. The blur which 
the foot makes shows that it is still 
In motion upward, proving that there 
has been no awkward, snappy kick. In- 
stead, simply an easy, sweeping move- 
ment of almost uniform force from start 
to near the finish. 


Still another 
figure which depicts 


Charley Brewer, of Harvard, making a 
drop-kick, is highly interesting from 
the fact that it shows a. plain violation 
of the rule of keeping the eye on the 
ball, and not on the goal sought for. 
While Brewer has been successful In a 
way with his drop-kicks, he has never 
made any record of note. Perhaps it 
is this one defect—a most serious one— 
which has hitherto kept him back. 


I have said that a kicker should from 


the very snap of the ball keep his eye 
alone on the ball. It seems advisable 
to qualify this statement in this way: 
Suppose the center-rush is bothered in 
snapping, and In this particular case 
the quarter gets the ball poorly, and the 
fact communicates itself to you instant- 
ly that a poor and slow pass Is likely to 
follow. In such a case It is the part of 
discretion —particularly if you know 
your opponents to be quick line-break- 
ers—to take a sharp glance about after 
you have the 
ball securely in your 


hands. 
On the Instant, you may see 


the chance to kick unmolested and 
kick, or you may see opponents about 
to leap upon you In time to run quickly 
to one side, then kick. If a chance

presents itself foi a run, do that by all 
means. 


On paper this all seems pretty com- 


plicated and impossible on the field of 
play. On the other hand, it is far from 
impossible if one has a cool head 
to act on the instant in 
accord- 


ance with what seems best. 
And in 


such cases a cool man, having to make 
up his mind like lightning, does so, 
and does so coirectly; at any rate, he 
never makes a complete fizzle of the 
situation.

News received here from the district 


of Van records fresh massacres of Ar- 
menian Christians there. The Kurds

pillaging the Armenian villages and the 
Turkish officials

powerless to preserve order. A tele- 
gram received here from Sivas on Tues- 
day evening, says that a massacre of the 
Armenians has been commenced in that 
city, but according to the porte order 
has been restored there. The facts in 
the case may be expected shortly. 


Every day brings further details of 


the massacres at Erzeroum, and each 
report makes the story of the crimes 
there more ghastly. 
Men, women and 


children were shot, bayoneted, burned 
and assaulted for days, the killing and 
mutilation lasting for weeks, 
though 


intervals of rest are recorded. The or- 
ders for these outrages are said to have 
been sent by the porte and they were 
carried out in the most cruel manner 
imaginable. The number of killed will 
probably never be known, but it is esti- 
mated at from 500 to 2,000, according to 
Turkish or Armenian versions of the 
affair. Certainly many hundreds were 
killed, and it is even said that some of 
the victims were skinned alive, while 
others were soaked with petroleum and 
set fire to. 


The Turks of Erzeroum as usual 


claim that the Armenians were the ag- 
gressors; but independent reports ac- 
quit the Armenians of doing anything 
more than attempting to defend them- 
selves at Erzeroum and at Diarbekir, al- 
though at Zeitoun, where they captured 
a Turkish battalion, and at Marash, the 
Armenians are admitted to have taken 
the initiative in attacking the Turks. 
The latter are not always to blame for 
the outbreaks, but there seems to be 
no excuse for the fiendish massacres 
which follow. When once the Turk be- 
gins killing he never knows when to 
stop. 


ALL WANT THE CONVENTION. 


Secretary Slieerin, of the National Demo- 


cratic Committee. Talks. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 15.—S. P. 


Sheerin, secretary of the Democratic 
national committee, said 
yesterday 


that he will issue a call for a meeting 
oC the committee early in December. He 
does not believe anyone can foretell 
with any degree of certainty where the 
next convention will be held. 
"The 


membeis of the committee have 
not 


been consulting by letter as they usual- 
ly do," said he. "My correspondence 
vvith cities that are after the conven- 
tion is settling very heavy. San Fran- 
cisco, St. Louis, Buffalo and Pittsburg 
are working industriously for the con- 
vention. 
New York also wants it. 


Some time ago it was understood that 
Chicago would not ask for either con- 
vention, but I see that city is now ask- 
ing for both of them. The convention 
is worth a great deal in a financial way 
to the city that gets it. I would say 
that a national convention is worth 
not less than $2,000,000 to the city in 
which it is held. I have never believed 
there is any political advantage accru- 
ing to a convention city." 


Mr. Sheerin says it is probable the 


resolution passed during the closing 
session of the last Democratic conven- 
tion instructing the national commit- 
tee to provide for the admission of del- 
egates, alternates and members of the 
press only at the next convention will 
not be observed. The matter was re- 
feried to a sub-committee and he un- 
dci stands this committee will report at 
the coming meeting in favor of admit- 
ting the public as heretofore.

OLD SOUTHED NEW. 


SHARP CONTRASTS OBSERVED BY A 


NORTHERNER IN ALABAMA. 


The Poor White CnU • Sorry Figure 


Alongside the Alert ami Proffreulve Cltl- 
icn> Who Are Making UlrmlughBiu the 
Manchester of America. 
There is a paradox in the social make- 


up of northern Alabama which is at 
ouco puzzling and amusing. There are 
iniuiy paradoxes indeed, but thin one is 
remarkable. In tiie nridtit of woruout 
old cotton fluids, red hills aiid forests 
has suddenly sprung up a lino of lively 
modern cities, and iti and uronml them 
is a unique civilization of a very high 
order, ati different from the old north as 
from the old south. Yet all this new- 
ness, all this stir of industrial life and 
pleiisant refinement have not produced 
the slightest effect upon the old rosi- 
dmits of the hills, and from a city with 
60,000 inhabitants, electric lights and 
railways, magnificent hotels and pala- 
tial residences, streets like Broadway 
and churches and school buildings equal 
to those of Boston, one may pass in an 
hour's walk to a district unchanged 
since 1860 except by natural decay, 
whore lean and lanky meu, and leaner 
yellow and shriveled women, Bit in 
"shacks" unfit for blooded cattle, in the 
midst of dirt, dogs aud towheadcd chil- 
dren, chew natural leaf tobacco aud spit 
through thecracka Instead of being im- 
proved, old citizens declare that these 
people have retrograded because the few 
among them who had any talent and 
ambition have been drawn away to the 
now cities. 


Just In front of the hotel where I am 


•writing is a type of this class. He has a 
little bull of scrub stock, clad in a har- 
iieES composed of rope, leather and old 
clothes, iu shafts inado of saplings at- 
tached to a cart that would bo a show in 
any northern city, and in that cart is 
his family, all listless, dull eyed and 
seemingly half asleep. Up our way we 
smile at the country bumpkin who gazes 
in open mouthed wonder at the sights of 
the town tuid is curious about things 
long familiar to us, but these people do 
not stare or wonder or inquire. Ou this 
magnificent street and in front of a pre- 


limitH. So the custom is to count all In- 
dustrie* u Birmingham's which are in 
tbo district—meaning in tho limit* of 
the peculiar oval valley, which VTM 
made by the splitting of an anticlinal 
•xii. 


In this district are 25 iron furnaces, 


five rolling mills, many foundries and 
minor shops, two cotton gin manufac- 
tories and a great variety of minor e*- 
tablishinfiits. "And all this is but a be- 
ginning," say all with whom I talk, "for 
the grout problem is solved. Carnegie* 
have shown that our low silicon ore i> 
readily convertible into steel by the 
Basic process, and as fast as possible all 
the furnaces will be changed so a* to 
produce the kind needed. 
Carnegie* 


have just bought 25,000 tons, and the 
Illinois Steel company 10,000 tons of it, 
but only two fnruuces at present can 
turn oat this low silicon ore. When all 
do so and many more are built—well, 
Miemost riotous imagination can scarce- 
ly picture the future of Birmingham. 
There's 500,000,000,000 tons of red 
hematite ore in that one mountain and 
plenty more all around, and we can turn 
it into iron at less cost than anywhere 
else in the world." And much more of 
the same sort. 


But I wanted to know what the labor- 


ing men were getting ont of all this, as 
they told Borne very hard stories while 
the great strike and labor war was on. 
First bo it noted that there are 2,000 
convict miners in this county, and the 
gentleman in charge allowed me to 
range the vast prison where those tem- 
porarily idle are confined. Of the 400 or 
so there at least three-fourths are col- 
ored, and so I am told it is in tho stock- 
ade. A good deal of liberty is allowed, 
and in the courtyard white and black, 
male and female, enjoy a social equality 
which would have delighted Theodore 
Tiltou. Incidentally I may add that I 
interviewed Mrs. Howe, a white wom- 
an, whoso case is interesting all Ala- 
bama, as she is awaiting final trial on 
the charge of murdering her stepson. 
She complacently called my attention to 
the fact that she did not "look like a 
murderess," but I have not seen speci- 
mens enough to be an expert. 


There are 6,000 free minors in the 


county and about 2,000 more in the dis- 
trict, and the average of the pay roll 
for the largest mine is $1.85 per day.

tontions opera house they wonr exactly 
tho MI mo Ktolifl air of indifference us at 
homo. They are us totally destitute of 
that intelligent curiosity which is the 
germ and motor of progress as so many 
Goshn Uto8. Their first sight of tho rail- 
way trains does not ronao even a quiver 
iu their fucos. 
Moil \vlio work iu the 


groat rolling mills tell mo that when 
one of those follows delivers any biiok- 
woods product there ho never manifests 
the slightest interest in tho ponderous 
machinery or oaros to look through the 
plitce. 
They haven't even ambition 


enough to get drunk, and if, as raroly 
happens, one gets too'nuich whisky, ho 
doos not shout or fight, but drops on the 
first convenient spot ami goes to sloop. 


How did this class originate? There 


i»ik tradition in tho south Unit thoy are 
descendants of those tramps and low 
grade criminals who woro transported 
from England in early colonial times, 
but I apprehend that tho stock must 
have boon recruited considerably by tho 
drift from other chvssos. Thoy rarely 
commit crime of any kind and arc radi- 
cally distinct from tho "moonshine" 
distillers and fighters of whom wo havo 
rend so mnch. Cliiy enters are sti 11 found , 
among thorn, and I have had a fow 
pointed out to mo, but tho tendency of 
that class is to dio out. Tho clay most, 
affected is a peculiar waxy kind without, 
a particle of grit, and some physicians 
maintain that tho habit lOMilts from n ' 
sort of low grado scrofula which nffocts ' 
the stomach lining. This choosy clay re- ' 
lievo.s tho irritation, and honcctho crav- 
ing for it. The negroes, among whom ' 
tho habit is very rare, say it is nothing 
but shiftlessuoss. "Day doau' do noth- j 
iu, .sali, an so day wants to bo pickin lit 
somofiu, an day ain't got vittols to pick I 
at, an so day picks at de clay." Such is j 
tho learned diagnosis of our hotel porter, 
who adds that "day mighty seldom mar- 
ries 'coptiu 'moug 'emselves, always 
cons-ins an sich." "A rcgulah clay eatuh, 
a durn low down clay eatab," is tho 
country negro's term of extreme con- 
tempt. 


It is a pleasure to turn from such peo- 


ple to Birmingham and its very lively 
people. In 1881 I visited tho city, but I 
cannot recognize a spot I then naw. The 
frame hotel I patronized is gone, and 
tho site covered by a block of stono and 
brick. The city then had 8,100 inhabit- 
ants; the census of 1890 credited it 
with 27,000 and the county with 88,- 
000, but soon after all the residence 
suburbs were annexed nnd now the 
school census indicates a city population 
of 62,000. The city stretches from Red 
Mountain to North Birmingham and 
from West End to Ea«t Lake, and still 
there are 15 suburban towns outside the 


This includes many negroes, doing the 
lowest grade work at 80 cents u day, 
and many others at $1. So the estimat- 
ed daily average of minors proper is 
$2.40 por day, nnd a few of tho most 
skilled make tjiS. Tho highest wages in 
the district arc paid to tho head roller 
in a rolling mill—namely, $15 por clny 
—out of which he has to pay two help- 
ers. 
Similarly the boss puddlcrs get 


high wages and pay helpers, so the 
range in tho furnaces is all tho way 
from $1.75 to $4. Common labor is 
rarely above $1 n day, nud many hun- 
dreds of negroes are working at 80 cents. 
Tho negro quarters of tho city are by 
odds tho poorest I havo ever soon, north 
or south. 
I really do not see how lifo 


can ho maintained on tho south half of 
Second aveiino and adjacent stroots, and 
my guess is that if tho city authorities 
do not bestir themselves before spring 
they will havo u little pestilence to deal 
with. 
A pathetic proof of tho narrow 


linos on which these poor oreatnros live 
appeared in the fact that several with 
whom I talked told me, with u voice of 
gliidnoss, that Intoly tho price of Hour 
hart been put down to 65 cents a sack 
(25 pounds) and meal to 25 cents. 


I need not give tho enthusiastic talk 


or tho figures on cost of material by 
which the boomers provo that iron can 
bo made hero much chuapor than auy- 
whero else in the world, aud that Bir- 
mingham is destined to be tho Sheffield, 
tho Sligo, tho Bradford and tho Man- 
chester, all in one, of tho now world. 
Investors will investigate, and for oth- 
ers such fignros would bo wearisome. 
Whether this city is really to havo 125,- 
000 people in 1900 and 250,000 in 1010, 
as tho most moderate assort, is more 
than I know, and one man's guess is as 
good as another's.

RECLAIMING BURNED LANO 


What Prof. Kin* HM to Bay ot Land* in 


TtaU and Other Northern WU- 


comic Counties. 


During our examination of 
the 


northern part ot Wisconsin for pur- 
poses of collecting data for 
the 


"Handbook for the Horneseeker," we 
were brought in contact with large 
areas of land where the fores>t (ires 
last year and the present season have 
so completely denuded them of their 
native vegetation as to leave them 
practically ready for the settler. 
In 


Adams, Wood, Portage and Juneau 
counties particularly, there are very 
large areas of what in former years 
have been swamp lands, but which 
are now dry enough to till, over 
which the flres have run with such 
destructive effects as not only to com- 
pletely destroy all vegetation 
but 


oftentimes the sod as well. It is a 
matter of very great importance that 
farmers and settlers should seize upon 
these lands before they have had time 
to become over grown with poplar, 
fire weed and other forms of vegeta- 
tion, whose seeds are drifted by the 
winds and which take a quick hold 
upon these naked lands, converting 
them, even in a single season, into 
tangles of brush which can he sub- 
dued only with great labor. 
A few 


farmers, but only a very few, have 
grasped the situation and have cone 
onto these flre cleared lands, seeding 
them to tame grass or oats. 


To show what has been and should 


be done on these lands, let me cite 
two cases, that of Mr. J. E. lugraham, 
of Daly, and Mr. Andrew Brost, of 
Babcock, both in Wood county. 
The 


first gentleman, with his keen and 
accurate judgment, saw the right 
thing to do in the fall of 1894 after 
the flre had swept over the lands 
under his supervision. On a portion 
of this land he sewed, in October, 
timothy and red top, but too late for 
the seed to germinate and make 
good growth. 
In the spring he seeded 


other portions at various times from 
April 15th to the middle of Mav. 
Some ot these lands were 
plowed, 


some harrowed with a disk harrow 
before sowing the seed, while on 
others the seed was simply scattered 
upon the surface with no treatment 
whatever. 
In each and very case 


Mr. Ingraham realized an excellent 
crop of tame hay this first season 
from the land, cutting from a piece of 
18 acres .'14 tons of hay, allowing 512 
cubic feet in the stack to the ton. 


In the case of Mr. Brost, who 


seeded this spring to oats a piece of 
burnt land covering in all about 35 
acres, from which he threshed in the 
fall 1510 bushels. 
As this crop was 


put in without plowing, the ground 
being simply gone over with a spring 
tooth harrow, there was much of the 
area upon which no oats grew, there 
being places where the lire had not 
destroyed the sod. 
As closely as I 


could estimate the area occupied by 
the oats, it was not less than 25 or 
or more than 30 acres, thus making a 
yield of from 50 Lo (io bus. per acre. 
Now there are thousands of acres of 
land just as productive as the two 
cases cited, which now lie black from 
the flres of this tall, which could, and 
wherever it is possible should be, 
seeded in the spring bclore weeds and 
poplars have a chance to spring up. 


The worst feature about allowing 


these burnt lands to lie unused and 
grow up to weeds, is that this pro- 
cess, through the lorcst flres, very 
seriously threatens the complete ruin 
of the best lands in the counties re- 
ferred to. This ruin is threatened 
through the entire destruction of the 
stores of organic nitrogen in the form 
of peat and humus which the ages 
have accumulated under more huaiid 
conditions than exist at present. Let 
these stores of organic nitrogen be 
completely burned away and these 
lands must became barren, sandy 
plains as those portions now are where 
no humus exists. The tires must/ be 
controlled in the future if these lands 
are saved. This is a time of increased 
clanger, growing out of the fact that 
the idea is fast spreading that these 
tires are just what is needed in order 
to reclaim the hinds. 
It is true that 


where the peat is deep, spongy and 
sour, some burning is likely to im- 
prove it for general agriculture, but 
when the flres are allowed to run at 
random, as they now do, there can be 
no control of their effects, so that 
where the peat is thin it is liable to 
he, and is, as I have myself seen, in 
many cases completely burned away, 
leaving an area of naked sand. 


There is a very general impression 


now existing that the 
cranberry 


marshes, which a few years 
ago 


seemed to promise so much, must now 
be abandoned. 
There can be no 


doubt that many of these must be, 
but I am thoroughly convinced that 
it will he a great mistake if the flres 
arc not kept off from the best marsh- 
es and the peat preserved until it has 
been demonstrated that there are not 
supplies of water beneath and adjacent 
to them which can be made available 
to restore the conditions which the 
cranberry demands. 


What these counties need is actual 


settlers judiciously scattered over the 
best lands, and they should be men of 
intelligence and skill, capable of deal- 
ing with the peculiar problems which

these lands present. And those who 
are most interested personally in the 
sale and developement of these lands 
will make no mistake if they seek to 
place good men at once upon their 
choicest lands. 


As there are large risks to be taken 


both from the forest flres and from 
the untried character of the lands, it 
would be a great mistake to run the 
price of these prospective farms up un- 
til after a good many good men have 
demonstrated that comfortable homes 
can be made upon them. I am urged 
to say this because I found some par- 
ties holding wild and untried burnt 
swamp lands as high as §15.00 and 
$20.00 per acre, and this, too, away 
from railroads and away from schools, 
and where the fires might be expected 
to sweep away everything at any dry 
time. 


There arc land owners and citizens 


in these counties who see that it is 
for their interest to place a large 
amount of their best lands at the dis- 
posal of intelligent men who will 
settle upon and improve them and 
lands offered in various sections at 
from $3,00 to $5.00 per acre. 
Now 


this is right. 
The pioneers on these 


lands must have and are entitled to 
the advantages of low rates per acre. 
After a sufficient amount of land has 
been improved to render the country 
safe from (Ires and to make good 
schools possible for them, then other 
settlers can afford to come upon the 
remaining lands at a higher price. 
The citizens of the county and the 
owners of lands should see to it that 
whoever comes there looking for lands 
to improve, is dealt with fairly and 
that he is helped to the nest lands at 
the most reasonable rates. If these 
lands are held too high in one section, 
then the prospective settler should be 
directed to localities where he can do 
better.

THE GALLERY GODS. 


OUTSPOKEN CRITICS WHO SIT IN THE 


CHEAP SEATS NEAR THE CEILING. 


The Kind of Play* and IMarern That Plmsa 


tu« Habitues of the "Uea»««"—Tbelf 
JTuuduvu For Particular Acton MiMI Ac- 
trM.cn—How They AppUad. 


~Thls Is all bociiuso St. Loutsaug have 
their dramatic opinions mado to order. 
Attractions before ranching hero h»vu been 
tried by tho firo of eastern criticism. The 
local theater goer, a most indoluut appro 
clAtor, accepts tho dicta of others rather 
than energize sufficiently to formulate an 
opinion of his own. In thi* atmosphere ol 
Philistinism tho gallery U stifled. Indeed 
on the rare occasions on whloh it baa at 
tempted to assort its independence, phys- 
ical force ha? been employed to coerce it 
into uniformity with the pit. 


A case in point occurred gome yean ago, 


when Mary Anderson brought here her all 
English production of "A Winter's Tale." 
Mary was bad enough, but her troop of 
barnstorming cockneys were too much for 
the gallery. The pit and boxes were filled 
With the elite of the olty, and they were in 
ecstasy over a production that had visibly 
charmed the Prince of Wales. 
But the 


"gods" could not understand the thick 
speech of the Englishmen nor appreciate 
their stilted action. Undaunted by the 
display of fashion, they boldly guyed the 
performance. 
Four ushers were pretty 


badly beaten for attempting to restore or 
der, and a relay of scene shifters was final- 
ly necessary to bring about quiet. There 
were a dozen broken heads as the result of 
the evening, and there has not been a noisy 
gallery in either the Grand or Olympic 
since. 


One of the marked characteristics of the 


gallery boy—•there are others—Is his fond- 
ness for particular actors or actresses. The 
late Lawrence Barrett was a rodhot favor- 
ite with the gallery boys from one end of 
the country to the other. This may have 
been due to tho widely circulated story 
that in early life he was a newsboy, and 
his name was Larry Brannigan. There 
was food for hope in this for every stage- 
struck youngster in the hind. A long way 
off and in another direction is Sadie Hag- 
son, who wears a trapper's outfit and 
shoots Indians with marvelous indiscrim- 
ination. Slio is the ideal woman to more 
than half the factory boys in the big cities 
of the country, and her youthful admirers 
lie awake at night dreaming of her mimio 
prowoss and wondering why their own 
mothers and sisters cannot be molded 
along such heroic lines. 


The persistent fad with tho gallery boys 


is tho modern melodrama, with its superb 
scenic accessories and climaxes by mechan- 
ical device. He wants action for his ad- 
mission, and a play like " Rebellious Su- 
san" would not interest him ton minutes. 
It Is tho show that can produce tho great- 
est number of happenings to an act that 
gets his coin tho oftenest. 
Those are the 


kind of shows they put on at Havlin's, 
clean, wholesome shows, apt to give a boy 
exaggerated ideas of life, it is true, but not 
calculated to warp his moral fiber. 


One night during the week a Republic 


reporter climbed to tho gallery of Havliu's. 
It was packed to the roof, and as bathing 
is not part of the daily curriculum of tho 
habitues it was a trifle trying. The gods 
did not seem to mind it. They were 
packed in sweltering rows from tho railing 
to the seats at the top, in whloh, when ona 
Is seated, he must bend forward lest his 
head strike the ceiling. Nearly all had re- 
moved their coats and loosened their ihlrt 
fronts. 
Some chewed tobacco, other* ate 


fruit or munched peanuts. All were in a 
happy frame of mind. There was a Ger- 
man knockout comedian holding the stage 
while the sensational climax was being 
Bet. All his jokes were given in a personal 
turn and hurled back and forth among ac- 
quaintances. The raillery was keen and 
Intensely personal, but seemed to arouse 
no ill feeling. Suddenly the actor began 
guying an Imaginary person in tho gallery. 
Quick as a flash tho crowd had picked on a 
real victim in tho shape of a sleepy look- 
ing youth in a row far down tho front. 
Seven hundred pairs of eyes turned on the 
poor follow, and as many tongues shot 
pointed remarks at him. 
It was tho cruel 


wit of thoughtless youth. 


Then the scene changed, and every one 


straightened out and leaned forward, for 
tho climax of tho play was about to come. 
Tho villain rushed on and climbed up a 
telegraph polo and tapped a wire only to 
learn that the police wore after him and 
had boon notified by his rival. The more 
tapping incident was lieartilj appreciated. 
Then the hero comes on. "Why havo you 
pursued and betrayed me?" asks tho vil- 
lain amid impressive solemnity. 
Slowly 


comes back the answer, " Because you 
havo come between mo and tho woman I 
lovet" Like a sharp crack of thunder 
comos a roar of glad appreciation from tho 
gallery. Then the pair clinch. In an in- 
stant the whole gallery is in on uproar. 
Every ono is on his foot. 


"Kill him!" 
"Grab him by the neck!" 
"Bite him!" 
Thus comes the chorus of yells from the 


excited spectators. Tho hero is overpow- 
ered amid groans from tho gallery and 
thrust into an outhouse; tho girl comos on 
and meets a similar fate. Tho villain then 
sets flre to tho barn in which hii rival is 
locked. Tho flames lap out. 
Not a sound 


is heard in tho gallery. Then the girl ap- 
pears. Sha has climbed out on tho roof 
and is making her way through a network 
of telegraph wires to tho burning f>hud. 


Tho faintest suspicion of a cheer rolls 


across tho gallory at her appcarnnco, but 
it quickly dleq, BO mighty is tho suspense. 
Stop by stop tho girl draws near tho end of 
her jonrnoy. Inoh by inch tho gallery has 
risen to its foot. Not a word is spoken, 
hardly a breath is drawn. Tho girl roaches 
the opposite polo, climbs down anil with 
an ax chops her way into tho burning 
building and drags her lover out. Xot un- 
til tho heroine haj reached tho center of 
tho stage docs the g»>!lery lot go, and then 
a mighty cheer breaks loose 
After tho 


first shock of tho collapse it comes again. 
Tho yelling is kept up until all tho pent 
up energy accumulated during the prog- 
ress of tho cliinnx is worn off. 


A moment inter they arc all in the 


street, reveling in a breath of fresh air, 
and everybody discussing tho tremendous 
advantage of a wire walking sweetheart. 
—St. Louis Republic.

Consequently he loses no oppor- 
tunity of preaching temperance to the 
Pintes. He warns them against drinking 
whisky, against beating their wives and 
against having Indian medicine men 
when they are sick. "If yon have In- 
dian doctors," he says aeuteutionsly, 
"your neck is stretched." He does not 
pretend to have any decided opinions as 
to merits or demerits of the allopathic 
and homeopathic schools of medicine, 
bnt he does know that the Indian medi- 
cine man is a quack of (he thirty-third 
degree. 


Captain Sides is a Plate himself, and 


succeeded to his present office when his 
brother, Captain Charley Sides, who had 
been peacemaker for many years in Ne- 
vada and California, went to the happy 
hunting grounds. During his 20 years 
of service Captain Johnson Sides has 
probably done more to prevent trouble 
and to civilize the Indians than any oth- 
er man in the two states. Several years 
ago the Pintes at Obisco Creek absorbed 
considerable firewater, doune,d warpaint 
and feathers and began terrorizing the 
country. 


Sides had a short powwow with the 


unruly red men. He told them to scrape 
off their war paint, throw away their 
whisky bottles, return to their reserva- 
tion and obey the laws of the whites. 
His eloquence had a good affect, and the 
Indians quickly quieted down. 


Sides believes that the Indians' only 


hope is to accept civilization, learn all 
they can and leave firewater alone. Last 
winter he placed 62 pupils in the In- 
dian school at Fort Independent, and he 
aids the Piutes in getting work and in 
many other ways.
